Johnson said his 
proposal would lie a ‘‘prelude tp 
action” rath e r than the creation 
of just another “ study group.” 
The proposed com m ission would 
have three m em bers nam ed by 
the Senate, three by the House 
and five by the President. Of the 
P resid en t's five, not m ore than 
two could represent agriculture. 
labor or industry and not m ore 
than three could be from cither 
political party.
